Theoretically, at least, it 
could be’ dificult and ‘could 
delay lower house legislation, 
with the exception of money 
bills, for as long as a year 
if it chose. But the 
Malayan Senate will be fully

unfavourable constitutional

Responsibility for results 
which may follow the imple 
mentation of these plans would 
be borne not only by the Gov- 
ernment of the Ualted States, 
but also by those . governments 
which agree to the use! og their 
territories as bases for the pre- 
paratlon of atomic war, the de-

London, ‘Feb. 20. 


The Colonial Office published re- 
commendations today that British sover-' 
eignty over two 150-year-old: settlements 
in Malaya should cease when the Federa- 
tion becomes an independent staté next 


August. 


The recommendations were 
node by 2 constitullonal com- 
mission appointed in March 1956 
& work out u Federal form of 
.Qvernment for Malaya which ty 
lo becane a single, independent, 
sulf-governing state within the 
Commonwealth. 

The voluminous report covers 
all aspects of the new constitu- 
ton denling with citizenship, 
Parliament and the executive, 
Judiciary, Nniece, publi services 
und the people's fundamental 
rights, 

Experts who have sifted all its 
complexities satd it was “not a 
revolutionary = ducument” — and 
that it contalned nothing which 
ad not alreddy been anticipated 
in granting independence for 
Malaya, 


Autonomous States 


Noteworthy umong the 100 
recommendations was Usat the 
Brids)  peaxtlements of Penang 
and Malacca whieh have flown 
the Britlsh flag since 1826 
“should cease to be parts of 
Her Majesty's dominions and 
become autonomous states 
within the Fedcration — of 
Malaya.” 

Penang: (Prince of Wiles 
Islund) was the first British 
settlement in the Malay Penin. 
sula and was ceded by the 
Sultan of Kedah to the East 
Indta Company in 1786. 
Malacca, one of the oldest 
European settlements in the 
Hast, was occupied by the 
Portuguese under Albuquerque 
in 1611. In 1641 it passed into 
Dutch ion, was captured 
by the British in 1795, restored 
to the Dutch in 1814 and finally 
handed over to the East India 
Company in 1624, 

In 1626 both Penang and 
Makacea were incorporated with 
Slngepore under a single govern- 
ment which, from 1867 onward 
was a colony known as Straits 
Settlements, 


Separate Colony 


In 1946 Singapore became 
sxparate Crown colony while 
Penang ang Malacca remained 
British settlements Incorporated 
in the Malayan Union. 

The constitutional commission 
now recommends that these 
two seltlements should have 
the sume status and powers as 
the nine other states which will 
comprise the Malaya Fedcratlon 
after Independence day. 

The Constitutional Commls- 
sion recommends that the new 
Independent Malaya should have

Sartre jis Existentlalism—far 
more ,than Soren Kierkegaard 
who Invented it or Martin 
Heideggar who made It weird 
and ¢xotic., He is Existen- 
tlalism far more even thon 
Gabriel Marcel who made it 
Cathollc and respectable or 
Karl Jaspers who wove It Into 
the philosophical tradition, 


For ‘Sartre is an Existentlalist 
because the philosecphy seems 
to him the natural philosophy 
fo a reasonable man who hag 
thought about things and 
thought them through. But 
his Existentialism js not the 
exotic varicty of the boulevards 
—not, even perhaps, the rather 
odd varicty that crops up in the 
novels ond the plays (not all his 
plays, be it said) which ‘he 
constructed as Hiustrations for 
it. 


Principle 


The basic principle can be 
stated simply—and must . be 
stated if the man is to’ be 
understood. For Sartre the

Joe Louis Can Laugh 
At Adversity As 


Few Men Can 


By HAROLD MAYES 


_ Love took second place to leather-pushing when Joe Louis was 
battling to become World Heavyweight Champion. 
On September 24, 1935, two hours before he went into the ring to slay Max 


Baer in four rounds, Joe was married in Harlem to Marva Trotter. 


No sooner was 


the ceremony over than Joe left for Yankee Stadium—and his date with Baer, 


Marva saw that fight, then 
didn’t see Joe in action in the 
ring again until June 19, 1846, 
almost eleven years Jater, in the 
second Bilty Conn contest. 


During those cleven years 
Louls had spent many months 
of each year in tralning camps, 
had done his Army service giv- 
ing cxhibitlons for American 
troops all over the world, and 
had bad very little spare time 
to spend with his wie, 

“Why did our marriage break 
up?" asks Marva, today married 
to a doctor and ving on the 
other side of Chicago’s Washing- 
ton Park from where Joc has an 
apartment. Then she answers: 


“I'll tell you, Because, in my 
view, husband and wife should 
have un understanding to the 
point where they not only know 
what the other {9 doing, but 
cun think what the other ts 
doing.” Then she adds; “I only 
knew Joc through the news- 
papers,” 

Joo had taken me to see Marva 
and the youngsters, his 13~year- 
old daughter Jackie, Joo junior, 
now ninc—affectlonately known 
to the family as “Punchy’—and 
Alvita, Marva's five-year-old 
daughter by her second marriage,

LOCAL SOCIETIES 


The Catholic Rhineland is the 
real home of the German cnr- 
nival, although it is also calc- 
brated in Bavaria, southwest 

and Westphalia, For 
centuries, the {festivities have 
been organised by a lorge num- 
ber of local carnival socicties, 


These met in private and 
public sexsions to hear comic 
Konge and impromptu speeches 
in broadest of local dialect, 
making fun of local dignitaries, 
their weaknesses and ‘failures. 
The societies also awarded 
“carnival omders,” consisting of
